break at Soledad prison years ago), 
to Russell and other fine 
individuals.” 

He continued with a remark about 
‘going to prosecute. They killed my 
brothers and sisters and they are 
going to shoot my ass. I'm lobbying 
for my feelings.” 

Payares said he couldn't talk any 
more. He gave the phone back to 
Beth Dee. In answer to my question 
she said he had not threatened to kill 
them, ‘‘he just wants news coverage 
on TY." 

Pavares could be heard in the 
background shouting similar words 
to those he had used in talking to me. 
Beth repeated what he was saying. 

When first at the scene in the 
parking lot, from one angle Payares 
could be seen silhouetted through 
the front door of the bank against the 
north side duot. The barrel of his 
weapon could be seen ashe moved 
about. 

A little later one of the hostages, 
in a red dress came ta the door and 
fiddled with the lock. Police tensed 
as it appeared that he might be 
coming out. He had ignored 
requests made by Chief Forkus over 
a bullhorn to move the American 
Flag if he could hear him and to 
make known his demands. 

But no one came out. The hostage 
pulled the drapes over the door, 
hooking them on the handles. What 
appeared to bea large floor standing 
poster was also placed in front of the 
door. 

Onc officer kept going to the 
drive-in window and, very carefully, 
trying to look in the bank. 

The wait dragged on. Police had 
sealed off the area. Main Street was 
closed at Imperial. Lemon was 
closed at Olinda and School Streets. 
Olinda was closed at Imperial. 
People congregated at Main and 
Imperial looking up the street 
towards the bank. 

Shortly before 3:30 a woman, 
accompanied by Baker, crossed the 
street and walked up to the tellers 
window. It was apparent that she 
was Mrs. Pavares. She stood near 
the window and talked. 

Evidently she wasn't making 
contact as Baker called for a portable 
radio unit. He gave it to her and she 
resumed talking. She did this for 
about five minutes and then rejoined 
Baker. 

Mrs. Payares. Vickie, spoke 
briefly to Baker and then went and 
stood in front of the front door of the 
bank. near the curbstone. The bank 
door opened briefly and then closed. 
The woman was pulled back by 
Baker who put his arm around her. 
Then the door opened again for a 
brief time. 

Again, Mrs. Payares went and 
stood in front of the door. She then 
approached the door. It opened. She 
stepped inside and backed out again 
holding a rifle. She handed it to 
Baker. 

A moment later the door opened 
again. Police closed in. The news 
media, which had been grouped at 
Pavares demand, at Lemon and 
Main so he could be sure they were 
on the scene, edged closer. 

Payares came out of the bank, his 
arms around the shoulders of his two 
hostages. Led by Baker. police 
closed in. So did the news media. 
representing newspapers, radio and 
television So did = the crowd, 
including children who had come 
upon the drama on their way home 
from school. 

Payares was handcuffed and 
police began leading him toacar. He 
was shouting, saying the same 
things he had said to me on the 
phone. The news media shouted 
questions at him, television sound 
men shoving microphones into his 
face. Among his remarks, Payares 
claimed: ‘‘I’m not a fanatic. I'm not 
psycho.” 

Mrs. Payares, who had hugged 
her husband when he came out of 
the bank, was in tears. She was 
hustled along with the crowd. At the 
car, Payares was reluctant to get in, 
sull shouting his lines. An averaged 
size, swarthy man, in brown clothing 
and a close haircut, he appeared 
excited, but rational. 

Police finally had to lift him into 
the car, Baker picking up his legs to 
make this possible. He was drivien 
away. Mrs.Payares started walking 
away, pursued by the media. 

Baker had opened the shotgun. It 
contained a round of ammunition. 
He said it was a .12 guage. The 
hostages, the other woman identi- 
fied as Dee Coache, were led away. 

Incredibly, it was learned that five 
other hostages had been in the bank 
all the time, unknown to the 
gunman. When he had walked in 


‘and ordered everyone out, including 


employees and customers, four of 
the bank employees had locked 
themselves in a _ coffee room 
including Huffaker, and one other 
had barricaded herself in a front 
office. 


During the siege, another 
employee was at Main and Imperial. 
She was crying. ‘‘He has two of 
them. We can’t account for four 
more,’’ she told me. That had been 
the first hint that more than the two 
employees were probably in the 
building. 

During the siege other STAR 
staffers were busy at the scene. 
Photographers Jane Caswell and 
Debbie Conkey took the photos 
accompanying this story. They also 
took notes. Conkey talked with a 


friend of Payares whom he had 
called on the phone from the bank. 

The friend would not be 
identified. He told staffer Lou Lite 
that he and Payares had been 
affiliated with the Church of Christ 
in Anaheim. He reported that 
Payares was ‘‘on parole’’ and 
believed it was for ‘‘armed 
robbery’’ and that a term of his 
parole was that he attend a program 
at Cal State Fullerton. 

The friend allegedly said: ‘‘It 1s 
no surprise to me that he would do 
this." 

One of the contacts for police was 
made through Adam Demarais of 
Radio Station KEZY. He broadcast 
frorn a mobile unit parked on Lemon. 
Payares had a portable radio with 
him in the bank. 

Demarais told Lite that the 
hostages were ‘‘calm and collect- 
ed."’ He added that he had learned 
that Payares was supposedly 
“involved with a Chicano militant 
group.’’ Payares had insisted that 
representatives of the Chicano and 
black press be brought to the scene 
to hear his message. Demarais also 
said that the gunman had been 
brought up in foster homes. 

Debbie Conkey furnished the 
information that Payares had been 
married less than a year. She also 
heard from Demarais that Payares 
had had several ‘menial short term 
jobs.” 

Police would not allow the 
hostages to be interviewed. They 
were taken to the library to be 
debriefed. Forkus held a _ press 
conference at S p.m. 

A representative of the Bank of 
America was present, sitting beside 
me. The chief asked him if he was 
prepared to make a statement. The 
man replied: *‘No, we are not saying 
anything at this time.”’ 

Forkus said the press conference 
was to ‘‘clarify the situation.’’ He 
said he had talked to Payares on the 
phone for ‘‘a solid hour.” The 
statement the gunman _ kept 
repeating was: “My repressions are 
being manifested on this day, 
February 14." 

The chief said that he was in his 
office in Yorba Linda City Hall when 
an employee who had been forced 
out of the bank ran in and told him 
about the gunman. He said he called 
for more police and went across the 
street right away. 

Forkus revealed that) = Mrs. 
Pavares had been brought to the 
bank from Fullerton College where 
she 1s a student. She first talked to 
her husband on the phone from 
Rancho Realty where police had set 


up a command post. Then the 
sequence followed as has been 
reported. 


The chief was of the opinion that 
the situation “‘could have degenera- 
ted. But. we were up front with him 
and leveled with him.” 

Forkus had high praise for the 
hostages whom he said were ‘well 
composed." He also lauded the 
news media for its cooperation. 

The episode lasted approximately 
three hours. Pat Worrell of Yorba 
Linda who had been second in line in 
her car at the drive-in window said it 
began at 12:40 p.m. 

She told me that the gunman had 
evidently come into the bank just as 
the window teller was preparing to 
hand money to the person in the car 
ahead of her. 

Mrs. Worrell, with her teenage 
daughter, talking in the City Hall 
parking lot said the person ahead of 
her was apparently upset because 
the teller had dropped the money 
and was screaming at her to get out 
of there. 

The car finally drove away and 
Mrs. Worrell, who lives on La 
Pradera, drove up to the window 
only to be told by the teller, ‘Don't 
go in there.”’ She drove out and 
across the street. 

Ironically, Mrs. Worrell revealed, 
after a robbery at the bank some 
time ago, she was the first person to 
drive up to the window. 

After the drama ended, police 
lifted their roadblocks. People in 
cars and on foot, attragted by radio 
and TV reports of the incident 
flocked on Main Street. 

Businessmen went back into their 
shops and the normal routine of 
Main Street resumed. 

Chief Forkus said at the press 
conference that Payares would be 
charged with armed robbery ‘‘But 
that might be amended later.” 


Tuesday morning Lt. Don Rogers, 
commander of the Yorba Linda 
Division of the Brea PD, said that 
when the case against Payares is 
taken to the district attorney the 
“original filing will probably be for 
kidnapping and assault with a 
deadly weapon.”’ 

Rogers added that police are still 
trying to get a statement from the 
gunman. He has not been much 
more specific than he was on 
Monday when he talked with police 
and the press. 

The officer revealed that police 
have not been able to ‘'get any real 
background’’ on Payares. That 
includes checking into the allegation 
that he is on parole for armed 
robbery. 

Mrs. Payares has been unable to 
assist police in their investigation as 
to why her husband acted as he did.

This last six months showed a 
total of 6% irrigation and 94% 
domestic which is a considerable 
change from a few years ago when 
this area was primarily agricultural.
